$1,750,000 Held 
Needed For High 
School Building 


Superintendent Clyde Ogden of 
Sequoia Union*high school district 
has informed the district trustees 
that a $1,750,000 bond issue will be 
necessary to make up deficits in 
financing the projected Menlo Park 
high school and to construct a new 
plant in the San Carlos-Belmont 
area. 

At the same time, Ogden gave 
the board a proposed layout plan 
for the Menlo Park school and de- 
clared it should be planned for 800 
students rather than 600 as original- 
ly contemplated. He set $126,000 as 
the amount needed to provide for 
200 more students, and $100,000 to 
make up a deficit in the estimates 
of cost made before last year’s $1,- 
250,000 bond issue. 

Other proceeds from a new bond 
issue of $1,750,000 would be used 
for the proposed north county 
school and to make up deficits in 

financing improvements at Se- 
quoia high in Redwood City. He 
urged that the board set a date 
for a bond election as soon as pos- 
sible. Trustee Morton Brewer sug- 
gested that it be held along with 
the regular school board election 
in May. 

Ogden told the board that bar- 
ring unforeseen delays, the Menlo 
Park high school should be ready 
for use in the fall of 1950. 

The proposed layout submitted 
by Ogden calls for seven one-story 
classroom buildings of six or seven 
rooms each, a general recreation 
and music building, a cafeteria and 
locker rooms. Plans for later con- 
struction call for boys’ and girls’ 
gymnasiums, an auditorium, library, 
an administration unit and class- 
room units as needed.

Menlo Park 
Population 
Now 10,210 


Menlo Park’s population unoffic- 
jally is 10,210 as result of annexa- 
tion of Belle Haven City and Sub- 
urban Park, the city council de- 
ciared at its semimonthly meeting 
Wednesday night. 


The total was compiled on the 
basis of figures by the state high- 
way department used for alloca- 
tion of automobile fees to local 
government, and on the 1946 cen- 
sus. 


The highway department inform- 
ed the council that by using its 
formula of multiplying the number 
of registered voters by three, it 
computed Belle Haven City’s popu- 
lation at 2571 and Suburban Park’s 
at 459, for a total of 3030 new resi- 
dents. Registrations were 857 in 
Belle Haven City and 153 in Sub- 
urban Park. 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess added 
to the 3030 the 7180 listed in the 
Menlo Park 1946 census for an un- 
official total of 10,210. 


Other actions affecting the new- 
ly annexed areas were important 
items of business Wednesday night. 

The council accepted with regret 
the resignation of B. E. Hayden, 
1265 San Mateo drive, from the 
planning commission and appointed 
as his successor John R. Brough- 
ton of 268 Hedge road, Suburban

Self-Serve Gas 
Stations Fought 


The question of permitting opera- 
tion of self-service gasoline stations 
an issue in other Peninsula 
cities . ... came before the Menlo 
Park city council Wednesday night 
via the “back door.” 

The council was in the position 
of being asked to adopt a prohibit- 
ory ordinance although there has 
been no move for establishment of 
such a station here.

hazardous. 

Harold Anderson, a partner in 
the Menlo Automotive Service and 
a petition signatory, appeared be- 
fore council and urged the ordin- 
ance, citing that such control has 
been imposed in Daly City, South

Mrs. Donald Newport, a member of the Menlo Park re- 
creation commission, tells in the ‘Your City’s Business’ col- 
umn on this page of the work of the first annual state re- 
creation convention, held recently in Santa Barbara.

One paragraph of Mrs. Newport’s article has particular 
interest... the one noting that Menlo Park's recreation facil- 
ities are larger than and superior to those in other cities of.

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MP Recreation 
Commissioner 
Reports On Meet 


Editor’s Note: Author of “Your 
City’s Business” this week is Mrs. 
Donald Newport, member of the 
Menlo Park recreation commis- 
sion, who reports on the recent 
recreation convention at Santa 
Barbara. Mrs. Newport, Recrea- 
tion Commissioner Nathan Kob- 
lick and Recreation Director Mel 
Kendall attended the sessions. 


The first annual State Recreation 
convention was held in Santa Bar- 
bara Feb. 9-11. Three members 
from Menlo Park attended. This 
convention is a big step forward in 
recreation as it was not only the 
first state convention, but it cul- 
minated the work of the first State 
of California Recreation Commis- 
sion which had been appointed this 
year. This commission is headed 
by Dr. C. A. Dykstra, Provost of 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles . 

The program was made up of 
special discussion groups and gen- 
eral sessions. The special groups 
were led by leaders in the special 
fields of recreation from over the 
entire state. Thuis the conclusions 
drawn were a result of the exper- 
iences and thinking of practically 
ali of the 500 people in attendance 
at the conference. 

The special sessions which were 
of interest in relation to the situa- 
tion in Menlo Park included: 

1. The meeting of recreation com- 
missioners which discussed func- 
tions, personnel, public and com- 
munity relations of a recreation 
commission, 

2. The meeting on the setting up 
and running of teen-age centers. 

3. The meetings of members from 
towns under 12,000 population which 
discussed program and the great 
importance of the inclusion of all 
types of activities, i.e. arts, crafts, 
music, nature, intellectual activi- 
ties, etc., as well as the generally 
accepted sports and dance program. 

4. Summer playgrounds. 

5. Day camping. 

6. Services for the elderly. 

7. Operation of community build- 
ing. 

All were cf interest in getting the 
concept of the broadest possible 
program. 

Menlo Park has a far larger and 
superior plant for recreation than 
do other cities of comparable size. 
But the plant afone is not enough. 
We must plan for its use to the 
best advantage to everyone and to 
every group within the commun- 
ity. 


To summarize the points empha- 
sized at the convention, they would 
seem to be: 

1. The fact that all agencies with- 
in the community must work to- 
gether if its recreation program is 
to be of maximum value. 

2. The program should be plan- 
ned in answer to the needs of the 
community. 

3. The program should be broad 
in scope including every type of 
activity to reach every person in the 
community from pre-school to old 
age, for the individual and for soc- 
ial and family groups. 

With this in mind the members of 
the commission who attended the 


convention made the following re-. 


commendations to the Menlo Park 
recreation commission for immedi- 
ate action. 


1. Make a survey of recreation 
needs and desires of the entire 
community. 

2. Make a survey of all organi- 
zations that would contribute and 
assist recreation programs. 
(Amount and type of assistance.) 

3. Make a survey of both public 
and private recreational facilities 
that could be coordinated. 

4. Set up a plan and program 
based on the findings of above 
surveys anticipating needs for a 
five year plan (plans for addition- 
al facilities to be included). 

5. Work on a plan for county- 
wide cooperation and coordination 
of recreation. 

6. Adoption of plans with prior- 
ity of execution based on findings 
of survey. 


This program of action will re-

Your Income Tax 


DEDUCTION OF 


Editor’s Note: This is the fifth 
of a series of articles prepared 
by the U. S. bureau of internal 
revenue for aid in filing income 
tax returns, due March 15. We 
suggest you save these articles and 
use them: as a guide to making 
returns. 


Most persons have become famil- 
iar with the idea that charitable 
and other similar contributions are 
deductible from income. It is well 
to point out that these deductions 
are modified by law and regulations 
and only allowable when they con- 
form with certain specific require- 
ments. 

Contributions may be claimed on- 
ly by taxpayers who use the “long” 
form 1040 and itemize deductions. 
Contributions when claimed as de- 
ductions must be itemized to show 
the specific organization which re- 
ceived the money or property and 
the amount. 

They are deductible when made 
to a corporation, trust, Commun- 
ity Chest fund or foundation or- 
ganized and operated exclusively 
for purposes’ that are charitable, 
religious, educational, scientific, 
literary or for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals or children. 

The recipient of the contribution 
must have been organized or creat- 


sessions, or under our law. More- 
over, none of the net earnings of 
the organization which receives the 
contributions can be used to in- 
fluence legislation or for the bene- 
fit of any private shareholder or 
individual. 

To a domestic fraternal society 
operating under the lodge system 
for any of the purposes which are 
listed in the preceding paragraph. 
(Dues and membership fees are not 
deductible.) 

To United States War Veterans’ 
organizations, and their auxiliaries 
organized in this country or any of 
its possessions, if no part of their 
net earnings is for the benefit of 
any private individual.

CONTRIBUTIONS 


IS STRICTLY REGULATED 


A partial list of some of the typ- 
ical groups eligible to receive char- 
itable contributions may be helpful 
to the taxpayer. They include the 
Red Cross, Community Chest, 
churches, nonprofit schools and un- 
iversities, the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca, the D.A.R., Y.M.C.A., and many 
others. Religious contributions may 
include pew rents, church “assess- 
ments” or “dues.” 


There are a number of limita- 
tions imposed by law with refer- 
ence to contributions. Perhaps the 
most important limitation is that 
only those contributions are de- 
ductible which are actually paid 
(regardless of the method of ac- 
counting) in cash or property dur- 
ing the taxable year. Property 
contributed must be valued at the 
fair market value. 

The following contributions are 

not deductible: 


(1) Personal services 

(2) Gifts to individuals 

(3) Contributions to 
parties. 

The contributions must be for a 
public purpose, and not for any per-~ 
sonal purpose, or for the benefit 
of any private individual. Further-

more, the amount deductible is lim- 
ited to 15 per cent of the adjusted 
gross income. This limitation ap- 
plies to the combined adjusted 
gross income in a separate return. 


Deductions for contributions 
should not be claimed by taxpayers 
who use Form 1040A, or the short- 
form 1040, or who take the stand- 
ard. deduction in computing their 
tax on the long-form 1040, because 
they automatically receive the bene- 
fit of an allowance for charitable 
contributions. This allowance has 
been worked into the tax table and 


the standard deduction.

the open city of Rotterdam. But 
we were close enough to know what 
the pecple of Rotterdam were un- 


dergoing. On May 14, 1940, when 
the Germans first struck, dust from 
the bombings ‘settled over our town. 

Later, her own town was a target 
for Allied planes because of German 
railroad operations. 

“The Germans had the railroads 
and hardly a train moved without 
being bombed and machine-gun- 
ned,” Miss van Mourik said. “But. 
the Dutch people had no hatred or 
resentment for these Allied attacks, 
even though they were themselves 
in danger. We all realized the at- 
tacks were necessary for liberation 
and Allied victory.” 

The British Broadcasting com- 
pany, she said, gave the Dutch ad- 
vance warning of raids and urged 
them to stay off trains because they 
were used by Germans. 

“But some of our people had to 
travel on trains; it couldn't be help- 
ed,” she said. 

“Hardly a train escaped, so ef- 
ficient was the Allied air opera- 
tion after D-day. I helped give 
first aid at one train that had 
been bombed and machine-gun- 
ned. It was a terrible scene.” 
Holland, she declares, is leading 

of the former nazi-occu- 
counties in rebuilding. - 

We are far ahead,’ she said. “It 
is typical of the Dutch to set them- 
selves to a task and then carry it 
out, letting nothing stand in their 
way. Rebuilding is far from com- 
plete, of course; the damage was 
that terrible. But it is progressing.” 

Holland, she said, appears to have 
no great fear of communism. In 
fact, communists are there but are- 
n’t regarded as too dangerous. 

“Holland is a free country; one 
can be a communist if he wants to,” 
she explained. 

Miss van Mourik has done office 
and secretarial work in Holland. 
She would like to do the same work 
here. She is a talented actress and 
singer and is looking to the time
